Itesldes  the  fresh  vegetables  which  may  be  had  fhrouirli  the  winter  months, 
the  gardener  can  have  a  large  variety  stored,  Including  iK)taloe8,  beeto,  carrot* 
onions,  celery,  wjuash,  and  turnli)8. 

THE  PREPARATION  OP  THE  GROUND. 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  |)laced  on  the  lm|M>rtanco  of  preparing  i  jood 
seed-lied.  In  the  fall,  land  Intended  for  gardening  purimses  should  be  olei  of 
all  nibllsh  and  ploughed  or  spaded  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  7  inches.  This 
oiteratlon  will  leave  the  land  rough,  and,  besides  opening  the  soil  to  the  effects  of 
the  weather  and  permitting  It  to  absorb  a  maximum  of  rainfall,  will  aid  In  freel.ig 
It  from  Injurious  Insects  or  other  pests.  No  other  oi)eratlons  are  necessary  until 
►prlng,  unless  some  fertilizer  Is  to  be  applied;  the  kind,  time,  and  amount  to  apply 
Is  taken  up  under  "  Fertlliaers."

..Auction,  such  as  beets.  carroU,  poUtoe..  etc.,  wblcb  require  a  greater  amount 
of  potash  and  phosphoric  acid.  Sine  tb.  Tegetabl.  garden  1.  «•«""'  '"''•^"; 
regards  the  fertlUaer  requirements,  it  Is  best  to  give  a  gwieral  dressing  «>''"»"'*' 
In  tbe  following  proportions:  Nitrate  of  soda.  10  Jb.;  potash.  15  1  b. ;  P»'°«P^°''« 
add,  30  lb.  This  applied  to  a  garden  40  x  40  f«t  glre.  about  1  lb  to  each  30 
s<iuar.  feet,  wblch  should  prove  ample.  The  three  nwd  not  be  applied  at  once. 
as  tbe  best  resulta  come  from  applying  ♦bem  as  mentioned  previously.  ^  ^  , . 
Tbe  aimllcatlon  of  lime  Is  also  very  beneficial  to  tbe  soil,  and  when  used  should 
be  applied  during  the  winter;  76  to  100  lb.  would  be  ample  for  a  plot  40  x  40  feet. 
In  case  the  reader  desires  more  InformaUon  on  tbe  use  of  commercial  fertilizers, 
be  should  secure  Circular  No.  28  from  tbe  Department  of  Agriculture. 

PLANTING  AND  CULTIVATION. 

Wben  planting,  n  garden-line  Is  necessary  In  order  to  ensore  straight  rows. 
Ml  tlie  tools  that  will  be  m-coFsary  are  a  strong  spade  or  shovel,  hoe,  and  garden- 
rnko  A  trowel  for  transplantlng-work  will  also  lie  fonnil  to  Iw  useful.  Depth  of 
planting  seed  will  be  found  In  tbe  tables  at  tbe  back  of  tbe  circular.  Trnnaplant- 
1>MS  should  l-e  done  during  the  latter  part  of  the  day.  and  the  plants  are  always 
w;t  a.««-per  than  they  stood  In  the  geed-beci.  Wben  transplanting,  be  sure  that  tbe 
earth  Is  well  packed  around  the  roots  In  order  that  root-nrtlon  may  start  at  once. 

After  tbe  seedlings  begin  to  show  and  after  any  transplanting  Is  done,  cultiva- 
tion should  te  the  rule.  B>  keeping  the  ground  thoroughly  hoed,  not  only  Is 
moisture  held  In  the  soil,  lut  the  plant-food  In  tie  soil  Is  made  available  through 
the  action  of  the  air.  On  large  garden-plots  a  wheel-hoe  with  planter  attachment 
will  be  found  to  rave  time  In  i-lan.lng  and  to  decrease  the  cost  of  hoeing. 

GARDEN-PLAN. 

The  following  plan  Is  only  a  suggestion  of  the  sj-stematlc  way  In  which  a  piece 
of  ground  40  x  40  feet  may  he  planted.  In  some  caoes  the  area  that  can  be  deyot^ 
to  vegetable  gardens  may  le  larger  or  even  smaller.    Kotatlon  should  be  practised. 
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M  that  by  tba  tlnM  tb*  Mrljr  radlab,  aplnacb,  iwaa,  etc.,  are  flntabad,  tbeir  plac* 
would  le  taken  \>y  cuMiinbeni,  wiiiaih,  loumtm-K.  ••Ic.  wblrh  have  been  itarted  In  n 
hotbed,  wiDdowbos,  or  neiured  from  a  fH-enhotme.

...'8  FCR  THE  GARDEN. 


It  is  often  necessary  to  start  plants  of  certain  croits  before  the  danger  of  frost 
Is  over.  This  may  lie  done  by  sowing  tlie  seed  in  shallow  Iwxes.  which  may  l:e 
put  in  a  south  window  of  a  dwelling-bouse,  or  by  sowing  Uv  a  liotlii-d.  or  in  a  cold 
frame  for  later  plants.  Early  cabbage,  early  cauliflower,  tomatoes,  celery,  etc.,  are 
started  In  this  way,  and  later  transplantetl  two  or  three  times  before  linally  settluK 
them  In  the  open  gronnd.  The  shallow-box,  alumt  4  inches  deep,  does  very  well 
(«  start  the  early  plants  in  when  only  a  few  are  requlre»l.  Fill  Ibis  box  aliout 
threiMiuarters  full  of  good  soil  made  np  of  one  part  well-rotted  manure,  three  parts 
KiMKl  garden  loam  or  rotteil  sods,  and  one  part  of  tine  sand.  Have  boles  In  the 
bottom  of  the  box  so  that  it  will  drain  easily.  The  seed  may  1m>  sown  in  rows  and 
jilHJut  %  Inch  deep,  or  sown  broadcast  and  covere<l  over  with  a  light  covering  of 
soil.

t'arrol*. — Tbo  aoll  should  be  deeply  niid  thoroughly  prepare«l  and  of  l(Ht«e 
texture  bi  orde>'  to  adntit  of  even  riM>t-developnient.  Tbe  seed  Is  sown  In  tbe  o|ien 
gronml  In  drills  30  liK'ties  apart  iiiid  tbe  pliinlx  thinned  to  'J  IncbeN  opart.  Tb«> 
root  should  be  well  covered  with  i«>ll,  thus  prevt-ntlng  It  from  becoming  grt>«>ii  aiwl 
nnlti  for  table  use. 

Vrtrrti. — The  chief  re<|utrementii  for  celery  are  plenty  of  nmlHture  and  on 
iiliuiidant  Kiipply  of  plant-food.  Kiirnyurd  nuinure  Is  tbe  Itest  fertiliser  nnd  heavy 
iippllcatliind  Hhould  lie  nmde. 

Tbe  seed  fur  eorly  celery  should  lie  stnrli-d  In  shallow  liuxea  any  time  al  out 
the  middle  of  March.  When  alout  :i  Inches  lilitb.  transplant  to  boxes  similar  to 
tliiiMc  In  which  the  plonts  were  grown.  Here  tbe.v  are  set  .1  Inches  uparl  i-iicb  way 
and  remuin  until  they  are  set  in  the  garden-row.  Vor  lute  celery  the  seed  may  lie 
sown  III  tt  lied  made  In  one  corner  of  tbe  garden.  Tbe  seed  Is  sown  (binly,  covere<t 
IlKbtly,  and  the  plants  grow  here  until  set  In  tbe  gorden-ruw. 

When  setting  plants  In  tbe  gurden-row  the  doulile-row  system  will  prove  tbe 
MKixi  satisfactory.  Here  the  plants  are  planted  A  Inches  npurt  and  the  two  rows 
I!  Incbe4  aiwrt.  If  a  second  row  Is  pUmtiil,  tt  sbtmid  be  at  least  4  feet  from  tbe 
tirkt  double  row.  lu  planting,  do  nut  dig  out  ii  trench  liut  plant  on  tbe  level,  and 
in  order  to  blanch  tbe  celery  lu  tbe  fall,  heap  tbe  earth  up  around  It. 

When  storing,  dig  with  roots  on;  stand  uprl<rht  In  earth  In  cellar  or  pit.  Place 
two  rows  together,  with  a  few  inches  iietweeu  the  double  rows. 

Nircf'f  Com. — The  soli  should  be  very  rich  In  piunt-food.  A  bt-avy  application 
iif  I  ornyord  manure  and  soil  worked  well  iire  essential  to  success.  Sow  seed  us  Mstn 
iiN  d;  'r  from  frost  Is  over.  Consliiut  hoe!'"  's  necessary  to  keep  down  weeds  and 
nmlntu.    growth. 

I'HC'Nmbcr.— Tbe  general   recommendot  made   for  corn   apply  also   to   this 

vegetable.  Itllls  are  mode  about  4  feet  apart  eticb  way.  \  large  quantity  of  niiinure 
Is  dug  into  a  bill  ond  the  seed  (lianted  when  ibiiixer  of  frost  Is  over.  Aliont  el;<bt 
sivdH  ure  planted,  liut  when  tbe  plants  are  ui)  all  arc  r<>muved  \.\xt  four  In  a  bill. 
Si'e<ls  may  oiso  be  started  In  a  hotbed  and  tbe  plants  transplanted  to  the  garden. 
Vrft-  — All  herbs  are  grown  from  seed  sown  In  (be  oihmi  ground  in  early  spring. 
.V  shallow  furrow  is  dug  with  a  truwel  or  boe,  tbe  see<]  scattered  In  this  furrow, 
and  cover«>d  lightly  with  soil.  .Summer  savory  and  sweet  marjoram  should  lie  cut 
when  in  full  liUmm,  nnd  sage  should  be  cut  iiefore  fall  rniiis  sand  the  fullage  badly. 
I'arsley  sown  lu  tbe  spring  may  lie  left  In  tbe  grcmud  during  tbe  winter,  wb,-re  It 
will  remain  fit  for  use  at  any  time. 

I.rttuvc. — rienty  of  manure  and  water  are  ettsei.  "al.  The  seed  may  lie  sown  li; 
till'  o|ien  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  le  worked  in  ,.  f  spring.  Fur  n  fall  crop  tbe 
stfd  may  l;e  sown  the  last  of  August. 

Unlotig. — Well-worked  soil  rich  in  plant-f  mhI  isesstMitlal.  W  rktbeR.iil  thoroughly 
by  digging  nnd  raking.  Sow  seed  In  siiallow  furrow  nnd  fl:m  soil  over  the  '4e<'d. 
SiMiling  should  commence  as  soon  as  possible  in  tbe  spring  In  order  that  the  plants 
liecome  well  cstablisin-d  b     >rc  tbe  hot,  dry  wcatluT.

riaato  may  ba  obtalnad  altbar  by  planting  aeed  or  by  obtaining  i-rowna.  For  tto 
lioma  garden  It  la  more  Mtlafartury  tu  buy  plania  from  tba  nuriwryman  or  florlat. 
Ilanting  may  be  dtma  In  either  the  fall  or  apring,  and  tbe  plant  aet  ao  that  the 
top  la  juat  below  tba  leral  of  tba  ground. 

Tto  flrat  year  It  la  adrlaabla  to  remove  aa  few  atalka  aa  poaalble  In  order  that 
the  roota  may  bevome  well  aatabllabed.  Manure  bearlly  In  tba  late  winter  or  early 
Rpring  and  dig  Into  tto  ground. 

In  order  to  fonv  rhubarb  In  tbe  amati  garden,  tbe  following  practice  la  uaually 
carried  out :  About  February  lat  Inrcrt  a  iMirrel  orer  each  rbnbar(>-root,  and  then 
hank  tlie  aldea  to  the  height  of  at  leaat  2  feet  with  barnyard  manure.  In  about  S 
weeka  the  rhubarb  under  the  barrel  will  be  lit  for  oae. 

Bfitutch. — One  of  the  earlleat  garden  producta.  Tbe  aecd  may  be  aown  In  tto 
apring  aa  wwn  aa  tbe  gronnd  can  be  worked,  and  aucceaaional  aowluga  made  every 
two  week*  nntil  tbe  middle  of  May.  The  ground  cannot  be  made  too  rich,  and  tbe 
rlchei  It  I*  tbe  leaa  liable  tbe  plant  la  to  go  to  aeed.  For  a  fall  crop,  aeeding  abould 
be  done  ibrnit  Anguat  lat.  For  a  crop  that  yon  Intend  to  carry  through  the  winter 
uiul  uae  In  tbe  early  a|)rlng,  aeeding  abould  be  done  aboi't  8e]>tember  lat. 

Sguath.—tbe  bllta  for  planting  are  prepared  almllarly  to  tbnae  recommended  for 
cucuniber-icrowlng.  The  hllla  are  placed  In  rowa  0  feet  a|>art  each  way.  Plant  aeed 
an  mmn  a«  danger  from  late  froat  la  pait.  Vegetable  marrow  may  be  uaed  aa  aoon 
iia  they  nre  of  auflk-lent  alie.  Late  varletiea  may  be  harreated  aa  aoon  aa  tbe  vtnea 
begin  to  die  In  tbe  fall.  When  hnrveating,  leave  part  of  the  atem  attached  to  the 
Minaab,  ox  thia  will  leaaen  danger  from  rot. 

Hqunsh  abould  be  atored  In  n  thoroughly  dry  and  froat-proof  room. 

Tomatoe*. — For  tbe  garden,  planta  may  be  ralaed  by  tb'>  ga  -'tener  or  obtained 
frcmi  tlie  greenhouae-mon.  Tlic  luttcr  will  be  found  to  bo  tl-'  <i  aatlafactory  for 
the  f<ty  man.  Planta  nre  act  in  the  garden  in  rowa  3  fd  npnii  and  from  18  Inchea 
to  2  feet  apart  In  the  row.  The  planta  nre  net  in  the  ground  when  they  are  7  to  0 
inches  high  and  nre  trained  tu  n  aliigle  xteui,  wbicb  la  iup|M>rted  by  tying  to  a  atake. 
All  InteralH  lire  removed,  and  when  the  plant  la  niout  4  feet  high  It  la  pinched  back. 

Turulpn. — For  the  early  crop  .lie  need  uiny  l»e  aown  aa  aoi>n  na  the  ground  can 
he  worked  in  the  aprinff.  For  the  ninin  crop  for  winter  iiae  the  aeed  ia  aown  about 
June  lat.  A  coiitlnuon«  growth  !«  iieceoanry  to  produce  quality;  a  growth  checked 
hy  heat  or  lack  of  moiatnre  develoim  a  root  containing  much  flbre  and  lacking  In 
iinallty.
